But the 
presence of violations does not mean 
that the system is not working, Clark- 
ites agreed unanimously.

proves operative. Also mentioned were 
field trips, retreat, school productions 
and the observance of the drinking reg- 
ulation. 

Does the honor system, in things not 
sinful, place a moral responsibility on 
us? ‘This question caused some con- 
fusion and answers were rather start- 
ling. A total of 62 per cent said yes. 
Most of the affirmative replies came 
from freshmen and sophomores. The 
majority of seniors have the right idea 
since 87 per cent voted no. 

Faith Increases 

A bright future is in store for the 
honor system if the present trend con- 
tinues. Results of the survey show that 
out of the entire school 80 per cent of 
the students feel that their belief in the 
system has increased since they’ve been 
at Clarke. 

For the most part, faculty members 
in their attitudes and actions help the 
operation of the honor system, the ma- 
jority of Clarkites say. Only 14 per 
cent think that they hinder the freedom 
necessary to such a system and 12 per 
cent were undecided. Many students 
commented, however, that the faculty 
members, perhaps unconsciously, inter- 
fere with those things which should be 
left to the students’ discretion. 


“Do It or Die” 

“We'll do it or die trying’’ seems to 
be the slogan of the majority of stu- 
dents. Almost 90 per cent say that 
they live or try to live in accordance 
with the code of honor. Only one girl 
in the entire college claimed that she 
does not do so. A total of 98 per cent 
said’ that they thought most students 
abide by the honor system or usually 
do. 

The majority feel personally re- 
sponsible for the success or failure of 
the system. As a junior pointed out, 
“A chain is only as strong as its weak- 
est link.” 


From the results of this survey we 
can probably predict that honor is here 
to stay at Clarke. The Harvard man 
may well be shuddering, but Loras men 


But Eloise, what if it is the first day of spring? 


Is Honor System 
Morally Binding? 


In the recent questionnaire that we 
filled out, the majority of us decided 
that we are morally responsible for vio- 
lations of the honor system in cases 
that are in themselves not sinful. It 
seems that the term ‘‘morally responsi- 
ble’’ needs clarification. 

As the term was used in the question- 
naire it was intended to mean that we 
commit a sin by a violation. Obvious- 
ly this cannot be true. If, for instance, 
we come in late on a permission, and 
don’t campus ourselves, we have vio- 
lated the honor system. But, as there 
is no law of God that says we must 
campus ourselves, we do not commit a 
sin. In this sense we are not morally 
responsible for the act. 

However, another interpretation for 
the term has been pointed out. Per- 
haps many of us understood it in this 
way. A moral responsibility could 
mean something which we do not have 
to do, but that which we should do. 
For example, we don’t have to keep or- 
der in the cafeteria line, but since we 
have contracted to live under the honor 
system at Clarke, we should do so. In 
this case it’s a matter of greater or lesser 
perfection in ourselves and we do have 
the obligation to perfect ourselves. 

It’s important, then, to be sure that 
we know what we mean by a moral 
responsibility. In a sense we are mor- 
ally responsible for violations of the 
honor system, but not to the extent

The tests, offered for the first time 
last September, provide for a com- 
prehensive appraisal of the college 
student’s orientation in three princi- 
pal areas of human culture: social 
science, humanities and natural sci- 
ence. 

The four-hour tests, which will be- 
gin at 8 a.m., emphasize the abilities 
and understandings which are impor- 
tant to the individual’s effectiveness 
as a member of society. They take 
into consideration the differences 
among institutions and students with 
regard to course preparation. The 
tests have been aimed beyond the de- 
tails of specific courses in an attempt 
to reach toward the goals of educa- 
tion shared generally by liberal arts 
colleges.
